The newspaper is a very eood tool for gstting 
students to loosea up, to talk, to voice their opinions, 
to agrse and to disagree. It*s aisazing to ns how much a 
teacher can learn about his students — their hooslife, 
and their philosophies — from .^u'^t (s&tting their 
reactions to the various thincs happening around then* 

In the beginning, I found that ny students were 
very reluctant to admit that, in some of their hooea, 
ttmve is no Oaily paper. We' take the paper for granted 
and berate the paper boy when he is late; but some of 
our disadvanta^d children are openly proud of the 
chance to take hooe copies of the newspaper used in 
class to share with their families.

X«amlng is everybody's business. Words, f^ts, 
ideas, even pictures supiOeaisnt basic learnings. All 
these are readily available Sa the newspaper. And the 
nice thing about using the newspaper is that it can t % 
cut, colored, torn, even pasted, and we don't have to 
est ftentlc about the acndlng fee, or the Ire of the 
librarian over nissing passagts. 

MAKE USE students at all ages can read 

Mf* niAvttf^f.^ pictures. For the educabl^ aentally 
Or PICTURES retarded, and especially for th^ 

txalnables, reading ability L9 lisitod. 
But no child wants to feel that his world is so much 
narrower than that of his ps@rs* 
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In the beglDoitig^ cut out pictures with very- 
provocative Ideas* Leave out or cover the captions* 
Save the students study the pictures. Then have them 
telX what they read In the pictures. 

It Is said that a picture is vorth 
a thousand words. If this Is so^ then 
the MRB's should definitely develop 
this ability. The abler studentc might 
write short captionc explaining the 
iUustrationc . These can be con^arcd 
with the actual captions later. 

Soae my never quite understand adjectives end 
adverbs^ but they* 11 be using theiji to express com- 
passion and concern for others^ as with a picture of 
refusse children in a Nigerian caatp, or with a picture 
of a catcher pleedlnc his case with the umpire, or 
with the golfer who has to stop to vrlng out his DOggy 
sock* 

They may show indignation in discussion of a 
Dennis the Kcnace cartoon* Dennis exclaims upon 
leaving the supermarket^ "Did ya see how he searched 
net Just like in FOLICB STATIOKl" Their reactions 
are bound to be Interesting. 

To add depth to an activity of this kind, have 
students re-enact the various situations. Vatch and 
see ifhat adjectives and adverbs they use. List these. 
They'll probably be amazed that thoy know so msny. 

On other occasions, select adjectives such as 
sad, happy, excited, ansry> dano^rous, neat, sloppy. 
Have students find fitting illustrations. Use these 
words as captions sad spelling words.

I feel ve must accept comics as part of the 
Aaerican vsy of life* 1 go further and say that sooe 
cb51drsn have to be tau^t bov to read comics and 
cartoons* In addition, comics are good for learning 
sequence . Take a strip the children are particularly 
fond of, such as "Oenals the Heoace** or '^Bsanuts." 
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study the froost. Thsa take thas apart, and 
•ee if your students can put then togsther assln. 

In cartoons, your etudents isay have to learn to 
read pictures, latele, and c&ke inferences. Sbey 
oust learn to istke associations. These are learning 
aids. They are in a very competitive school world, 
and no one wants to be retarded^ even about eooics 
and cartoonsl Political laiqpcons nay be too ha^d 
for them. 

Ve'se almost certain to have in our SO IS COLOR 
enroUtoent a few students %^o need to be 
drawn out. For the child with autistic leanings, for 
the child who hardly ever utters a word voluntarily, 
don't foreget that color is a maane of expression. 
Color e^qpressee mooda, feelings, values. 

Ask students to cut out pictures based on a 
theme or belonging to one classification, e.g., food, 
or clothing. Color as they please. Some children 
flavor certain colors, or you may see si9» of pre* 
servatioo in their coloring* Z had one boy who loved 
violet an^l turquoise, invariably in a pattern of 
•tripes. It may be fun to find out what feelinoi 
children associate with certain colors. For cooe. 
red is a happy color. For others, red is a color you 
use when you're angry. For sons, rsd is a na^stie 
color. 

One of ^y instructors in a course on the mentally 
retarded child tdd us about meeting a psyehdogist 
who was doings a ntudy on the relati?.nchip of color and 
mood. She lound that nustard, not t'^aels, seemed to be 
the favorite color of those with suicidal tendencies.' 

CHARTS ::ELP Becatise our stu^^nts may need work 
in auditory and vieual recall, sake 

RECALL charts of words from various sections 

of the newspaper. Start with a fev 

vorde; gradually inertase the nusibor of words used.

If a student heard a hot nevs flash 00 TV or radio^ 
asl( him if he can find it in the newspaper and read it 
for the class with as such feeling and drscatic effect 
as the news coBtBsntator. 

Choose a short, interesting picture or article. 
For instance, I've selected one of a pig farnser 
scooping up a foric full of water lilies froo a pood 
near his fhna for his pigs, and loading this onto his 
truck. It sccRG that his pigs thrivi^ on a lily diet. 
Save one person relate this in fonaal En^^ish, another 
in InTormal Endieh, and a third in pidgin English. 
Cnt, using this saae story, select five pairs of students. 
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Bate one person In the first pair tell eo iismicp^ant 
(the second student) this story» The second pair can 
deaonstrate how to coDBunieate with an uneducated 
person. The third pair can feature a parent-child 
situation. The fourth, a student-principal sharing. 
The fifth pair could Just he two very good classmatea 
ta lking to@3ther on the playgrounds 

Tc^ke a terse headline: "Kauai bathers told: 
Cap it— or cut it" . This is an article ahout the old 
rule that girls vith long hair had to wear evinming 
caps at tlie swinming pools, to prevent getting heir 
into the pumps and c lodging up the u&tcr purification 
and circulation system. This new rule nov applies 
to all persons, boys included. 

**The boys vith long hair don't like it \ihen 
told they have to vear caps.** Ferreiro said. 
*'Ve have no pover to say they cannot have 
long hair. But if they don*t mnt to %jear 
caps, they have to cut their hair." 

The ruling requires caps for all vith hair 
SBore than four inches long. 

In school where the haircut situation is a 
ticklish one, 3j6t the students argue the pros and 
cons of a real situation like this. Then go further 
and discuss updating, establishing, or abolishing 
certain rules and lavs.

Frequently, there are real gems in the other 
sections of the newspaper. One tremendous article mm 
entitled "Friends of Royalty*" in the ''About People" 
section of the July 5* 19^B Star-Btzlletin, p. B-1. 
This was a fascinating account of the work done by Mr. 
and Mrs.. Dosinis Holt. Mrs. Holt used a collection 
of old photographs of Hawaii royalty to build a cdllee- 
tioa of portraits of the monarchy. 

The textbooks show Hawaiian royslty as di^iif ied, 
regELL, and ^ilanthropic . But isn't it also nice to 
know that they "had been ilesh and blood people with 
all the whims* the lixcs- the prejudices* the pasoicos 
of pcoplet**

Included In the article i& this Interesting note 
on Princess Ru^Ji %diich is sure to interest all teen- 
a^drs: She loved clothe vas 6 feet 2, velghed 'fOO 
pounds, vas "an oddball," and had a broken nose. In 
addition, she vas tremendously rich, inherited all the 
lands of the Kamehaiceha family, and left the hulk of 
them to Bemice Pauahi Bishop, and today these lands 
conq?rise the bulk of those held by the Bishop Estate. 

In like inan33er, read about Johnson, 

Rockefeller, Martin Luther King, the Kennedy family, 
are things our students are going to tell their own 
sons and daughters in years to coco: "Oh yes, ve read 
about them when we vere in school. They veren't even 
In the books then I" 

Most children have built castles, AMTHROPOLOGY 
tunnels, a little motind In *Jhs sand. 
Soiae children in the Leevrard area Afjfl 
have poked around in some oi* the dry 
caves and fcund them defaced. The ARCHAEOLOGY 
children on the Big Island have grom 
up seeing lava tubes. Most of them thrill to a good 
OQrstery story on TV, and deli©it over accounts of 
hidden treasure * 

Anthropological and archaelo^ical f indlrigs 
reported in the papers make just as good exciting 
reading. The Bishop Museum archaeologist. ? recently 
conducted a nervc-vrackine operation to a burial cave 
which is in the mouth of a lava tube tliat opens in the 
face of an 1,100 foot cliff on the Haicakua Coast. Here 
is history, as^:haeology, and drama all combined. Also 
a new kind of vocabulary. 

Poesn't this sound challenging: "lie raid 
(Richard Kimball of Kauai Helicopters) if vc didn»t 
hurry, sotoeone else vas likely to get In.... and end 
up a corpse.** And to read that they had brou^t 
only l6,000 feet of rope and found that they needed 
15,000 feet of it.... this is adventure in capsule fore. 
Poorpcii was a long tizce ago; this happened last month* 
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Tbere ars other reports of findings, &nd zare 
eelleetions from Asia and elsevfaere. These should 
open up vistas for our students and help then visualize 
the ijaoense role played ty these specialists* 

SCIENCE ^ these days of prograsn'id 

learning and computerized date-oate 
selection, students Just have to 
keep abreast of the technological 
advances. I*vc found that some- 
tines this area may seem a little difficult for the 
educable students. So what ve did vas to go over the 
general ideas.

Sea life and 
ocean adventure proved appealing. I vonder how they'll 
react to a scientist trying to neasure the amount of 
electricity in rain. 

When a crosswise view or a lateral view of an 
ohject proves confusing, it nig^t help to gpt a couple 
of apples, oranges, or starf^it. Cxst one cross-wise, 
cut the other len^^thwise. Tell them this is the same 
idea as the diagram of the new experiiusntal cor, sub- 
marine, jet, or space capsule. 

The newspaper is fertile ground MAKIflG MATH 
for the toathematics teacher* It is 
perfect for teaching shapes. Try REAL 
boxing-in short articles, locating 
circles, unusual shapes (sec furniture ads). 

To teach use of the ruler draw parallel lines 
between coluzmis, ncasure the longsst and shortest 
articles on the paoe. Use the comic strips io find 
angles, rectangles, and free foim chapes. Stu<^ charts 
and tables as a quick, graphic, and easy way to find 
the record information without having to stru;s(*Le 
throu^ lots of verbiage. 

To learn how to tell tine on both a Roman and 
Arabic XIaeed clock, use the TV and radio schedules. 
To whet their appetites near lanch recess, read recipes 
for fractions. Then study food advert iseiosnts for 
budi^tlng purposes. 
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Sttidy the elftssifled section for the other 
veftlities of life: vork, Job prospect 8> vent, second- 
hand appXinnces and cars* See vfalch bank gives the 
best interest I which cavin^fa and loan coccpany gives 
the best Interest and incentives for saving money. 

And ;Ju8t let wo quickly add these activities; 
Try cutting out nuicberc from the mny ads end using 
them for cuditory and visual reccLll. Ure these numbers 
or prices for arranginc in order, from largsst to 
smallest, or the reverse • For the very young, prepare 
a staall basket and have them shop for grocery items at 
their ovn croccry store, using the current prices in the 
food ads* 

For students who don't know how to make chanjp, 
tavs a B3»ll collection of real pennies, nickels, diaen, 
q.i5artors, and half-dollars. Tell them to buy one or 
tyo items on special. Find total cost* Oi^;en a certaiti 
sun, have them figu're out the exact changa due. (V^hen 
they found out hov little loose chants I had, some con- 
tributed their nickels and dinss. At the end of the 
session, everyone received his money. We didn't lose 
a penny. They seemed to welcace the chance to loam 
how to sake chants in this kind of a close relationship.) 

It's a big f&t lie that adults don't make mistakes. 
Of course, they dol Whoppers, even. Here is the 
perfect example to show the students the ioqportance of 
correct decimal placement. An antique salesman sold a 
200-year-old Chippenctalc chair for $11.95 instead of 
$1,19^ .00. This was a loss of ;^l,l63.05 — all because 
of an incorrectly placed decimal.

BUT WHAT ABOUT VALUES? 

This is one of our vital 
concerns. Everyday there are 
concrete exEunples of the accept- 
ahXe and unacceptable, the desir- 
able and the undesirable qualities 
and traits in all the ags and 
racial graups. 

In an article called "Soaie- 
thing Worth While" by Jtortin Oershe, 
taken from a Sunday Star-Hulletin 
& Advertieox', is an openinc 
question: "Is there any hope for 
people approaching middle aos, or 
does this world really belong to 
the screasaing teeny bopps rs?" 

The gist of the article is that John Owen, a 
British colonialist, recently placed full pa^o ads in 
several nacizineo and newspapers across the country 
asking for an ansistant to help him run the national 
parks of Tanzania, Africa, an area only a little wore 
than twice as btc an Connecticut. His first nviuirenent 
was that the man be bet.«..-cen the agps of 35 and and 
have a longiup t o do F.'>r 4»thinG worthwhile vitb his lilte. 




The candidate had tc prove he vas successful In 
some professional field of endeavor, bad administra- 
tive ability, was sophisticated, friendly anc nature* 
fie CLlso had to knov hov to fly a pleme or have the 
ability to learn. In addition he had to have his 
own source of income tccauce the salary vas low and 
he had to take care of hi& own retirctsent probleos 
and the schooling of his children • On top of all 
that, the candi<2ate was warned that he would never 
be promoted, because once Owen leaves his job as 
director of national parks, the position will go to 
an African t 

You wonder who would want a Job that calls for 
a cut in salary, no promotion, a worse standard of 
living than he has, and no retirement benefit? At 
least 250 Americans, most of them well-qualified, 
applied for the job. The majority were married, 
with children. 

Discussing this kind of article has great 
possibilities. In the process of delving into the 
vrtio, what, why, how would people manage like that, 
the students will have to entjage in some self-inq.uiry> 
and learn to express some of their own hopes, fears, 
ideals, or philosophies. 

Youngsters, especially those of the interme- 
diate and htgiii school aoG, pre so often concisrn^d 
with the burning desire "to do tlieir thing." There 
are numerous feature nc\/s articles showing young 
and older folks who are doing their "thing" . 

One example is the Kawailost study-cacp held for 
two groups of seventh and eighth graders iron Alea 
and Vaialua. This involved sonc UicJi rchool teachers 
and counselors froa Aiea and Wainlua High, and wan 
federally funded. The catipers were the school -haters, 
some of whom bad never ccten grapefruit before in 
their livss, or had never had a whole stf^k of their 
ovn. 
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rUK incJVIdU.fi:o the Imxressloa tliat parents and 

teachers are aXvays pxeaehing 
h«»iesty, trust asd respoDSiblUty to them. Vhen they 
tbetBselves see the headline, or read a story about 
the fiood-vlll aaibassadors existlos all over the 
vorld, then they liegin to think that these storlsa 
aren't all oade up* After all, they do flst a lot of 
"Vhen 1 vas your a0»..«*** renarks tsxa home* 

These articles tSxey read axe of zeal, ll've psople 
people like the aan iiho replaced a stolen bike for a 
fcnr a faithful nevspaper carrier, or hov the CQOSiailty 
always rallies around when there is a disaster^ oar of 
hov even one life is Ij&portant enougjh to send out the 
restttie s^uad, the fire departnent and the seareh 
parties, and hov, aftervard, vfaen the person is found, 
the cost to the state Is listed. But, the Is^portant 
tbimg is that at the tlsoe of ur^ncy, the huvan life 
is worth the tlae, care, and Interest of aany* 

Kevspapers do a aaa-^lous teaching ^b vithout 
gsttlng too '*preachy^* And they don*t (50 on and on 
forsTsr like broken records* The next f»WBg>3e is 
usually a fresh one, and real *
